preaam Leglalature, and Huston 
Quinn. President of the Kentucky 
Child l.abor Assiicial Ion, has asked 
the assistance of the .National Child 
Labor Committee in the campaign 
for Its adoption. An Important 
feature of tbe bHi la the atwNBiaa 
limiting the hoan of wort for all 
under sixteen to eight a dsy. Owen 
R. Ixivejoy, C.eneral Secretary of the 
National Child Labor Committee, be- 
lieves th.it tlie experience of Ohio, 
Missouri. Illinois and the fifteen 
other States wliiih have already 
adopted the eight-liour day, proves 
that Buch a limit Is not only bene 
ficlal to tbe children employed, but 
positively adraatageous to the in- 
dusiiies involved. He says employ- 
ers in States with the eight-hour 
law have emphatically staled tliat. 
although thoy opposed the pi'iuisloii 
when It was introduced, iliey are 
now heartily in favor of such a re- 
striction. Aaothsr Important pro- 
vision, according to the National 
Child T>ahor Committee, is the 'e«- 
tabl ishiiieiii of a twenty-one .year 
age limit for night messengers. Sec- 
retary Lovejoy says that a study ot 
the night messenger service has 
proved oonelnBlTely that It is to the 
moral infereiit of the public to es- 
tablish this limit between tbe hours 
of 9 p. m. and 6 a. m. Little ean be 
gained from the night messenger 
service, according to the committee, 
hut a kiio\\ ledge of evil, as calls to 
disorderly houses are an inevitable 
part of the experience of messenger 
boya. Seven Statea have already 
adopted a twenty-one year limit and 
twelve more have at 'least an eigh- 
teen year limit. 

The National I'liild Labor Commit- 
tee rates coal niiiiiiitr as a dangerous 
occupation, eepecially for children. 
The latest census credits Kentucky 
with 300 coal mines giving employ- 
ment to 18,000 persona, aad yet 
Kentucky fixed the aame age limit 
of fourteep for this work as for 
ordinary kinds of employment. Mr. 
liovejoy says that the long list of 
Ooal mine fatalities every year Is 
sufficient argument for a sixteen 
year age ltdrtt In mines.

Tile cables of the past week contain 
only the conelnsions of the lorre- 
spondents, wtiich are somewhat 
divergent but not diacouragiag. 
From London Phillip Everett eablea 
(hat the optimistic tone of Asquith's 
New Year's message Issued through 
the Liberal Monllily has at least 
temporarily silenced the Tory papers 
which recently wept on assuring 
•heir readers that the Oovemment 
was about to fall out over home 
rule and Lloyd Oeorge'a land reform. 
In reality the Cabinet baa never 
been better satisfied with the 
political situation than at preeent or 
more confident of future success. 
No one doubts that a satisfactory 
way of dealing with Ulster will be 
found as soon aa Parliament meets 
again, and the 'popnlarity of Lord 
Oeorge with tbe maaaee has bssa 
growing immensely since it has be- 
come evident that the great estate 
owners are to lie fore e,| t,) bear their 
share of the iMirdcns of taxation. 

Hon. T. I' O'l'onnor. M. I' , on the 
other hand, declares that the situa- 
tion at home Is critical, it is cer- 
tain that the moment has come 
when tbe Cabinet can no longer con- 
tinue to accept Churofalll's mounting 
demands for a continual Increas^ in 
the naval appropriations. Lloyd- 
fteorge is put forward In the Tory 
papers of Kngland and ih. jingo 
papers of France as the sole ob- 
Rtacle and opponent of Churchill, 
and all kinds of ridicnious iwrsonal 
apasons are given as B:^;>>anatioD, As 
a matter of fact., Ailo]rd<Oeorge, Vhe 
has someihtetf ' of the easy gq 
good nature ot the Celt about hii! 
and who feels grateful to ChurchiP 
for his stanch standing by him dur^ 
ing the Marconi trouble. Is one of 
ChureblU'B tew fidends in tha Cab- 
inet and haa stood by him many 
limes aa Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer when other Ministers 
would havj been much less In- 
liilKeni. Lloyd-Ceorge also is 
.leterniiiied If possible to prevent 
fhurchlll leaving the .Ministry and 
party at this critical moment, and 
it is not be, but Cbureblll, vho now 
occupies an Isolated pdsitioa ia tbe 
rabinet. Every Ministar iB agalaat 
'hurcblll's exaggerated demhads. 
some even fiercely. 

There is another, though leaa 
avowed, reason for the growing hO»> 
tllHy to OhurchHI. It is believed 
that be occasionally coatemplataa 
going back to bis old party. Tba 
breakdown of Bonar Law, the ab- 
sence of all serious competition, gad 
the general liespair of the T^DlfBa 
through the want of any striking 
ieajder, open a prospect to such a 
daring genius aa Churchill. His 
violent pereonal ambHion could 
aever be aattafled with any poalttoa 
short of leaderririp, and as Isader- 
ship in the liberal party now la 
impossible to him. it is suspected 
that he looks for it elsewhere. Tbia 
Idea gives a clew to many per- 
formances uliicli otherwise woaM 
have remaiuud inexplicable. 

If the Mlniatry and Ue Iridh painty 
should tiaally tall to eome to terflsa 
with Utoter, Churchdll'e utteraaeeB 
would enable him to take up tbe 
I'lster cause and give the force of 
his brilliant gifis lo the Tories, and 
thus impose himself on them 
whether they were willing to take 
him or not.
